Th 
iiiader  finding  his  bufinels  incrcaftf, 
obliged  to  take  another  about  a  yea 
aftCTj  whofe  name  was  Francis  Fro  ware 

Thomas  had  behaved  excedingly  wel 
was  very  diligent  and  honeft,  as  well  a 
good;  he  iiled  to  lay  his  prayers  coni 
ItAntly  every  morning  and  night ;  hi 
ji^ver  went  to  play  when  he  Ihould  hi 
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fit  Church  or  about  his  mafter'sbufinefs, 
never  was  know  to  tell  a  lie,  nor  ever 
ftaid  when  he  was  fent  on  an  errand, 
Thefe  rare  qiialifications  had  gained  hitn 
the  affedioiis  of  his  mailer  and  mifirefs, 
and  nnade  him  a  favoarlie  in  the  family 
before  Francis  came  to  them.  ;t  was  in 
a  grear  mealure  o  ving  to  mafter  Torn-

In  the  fourth  years  fervice,  our  youae 
fpark,  who  was  an  only  cbiUi/  heir  to  a 
pretty  fortune,  gave  lurcher  pioofs  o 
his  vicious  turn  of  mind,  and  frf^quent- 
jy  launched  into  follies  and  debaucheries 
of  a  more  henious  nature  :;  for  now  he 
made  no  vfcruple  of  abf ruling  himreir 
from  Church  on  the  Lord's  day  ;  always 
ilaid  out  late  when  he  knew  his  Mafler 
was  engaged  in  company^  and  at  flich.

diu:n  upon  hb  fcllovv-apprenti^ieo 

The  Mafter  was  chofcn  Aldcfitiao  of 
the  ^vird  and  Mr  rhoroughgood  was 
^  out  of  Ids  tiue  in  the  fa  trie  year  ;  aiid 
unblamcable  condnc:!.  had  now  the 
whole  management  of  the  trade,  as  well 
abroad  at  honie,  committed  to  Ids 
|j  ciire  and  infpedioa.  This  great  char^^e

as  good  a  figure  as  the  beft  of  them. 
Buc  here  let  us  leave  him  for  a  whilej, 
and  turn  cnr  eyes  to  a  worthier  object, 

Tn  the  fame  fpace  of  time  which  Mr.. 
T'roward  took  to  (quander  away  a  good 
etUte,  Mr  Thoroughgood  had  by  his 
-own  induftry, and  from  a  fmall  fortune^ 
gained  one  confiderably  better,  and  was 
in  a  fair  way  of  encreafing  it.  1  he  for- 
mer made  pleafure  his  bufinefs^  but  the 
latter  made  bufinefs  his  pleafure,  and 
was  rewarded  accordingly.

der  the  like  injuntlion.  In  a  fhort  time 
after.  My.  Fro  ward  w'as  difchan^ed  from 
-flavery  ;  but  di <i  not  exprefs  fo  much 
3oy  on  the  occ  iiion,  as  mi^ht  be  expec- 
ted From  the  good  iifage  he  met  with 
An  fervirudt!,  and  the  uimhaal  favours  he- 
Teceive  i  from  the  fuperjatendent,  as  well 
as  the  planter,  he  had  conceived  a  great 
likma;  for  the  latter,  and  (cemed  to  part 
with  him  nJt  withoui  fome  inward  re- 
luctance, though  with  apparent  furprize^ 
which  was  much  heighceiied  by  the  ad*- 
ditional  favour  of  a  note  for  a  hu:]dred 
pounds  payable  upotv  fight  to  Mr  Fran- 
cls-Fi o vvard,  or  ofder,  delivered  to  him.

him  a  prefent  of  a  hogfhead  of  rum.
